We cannot consider claims after seeds 
have been stored or planted. 


All shipments travel at buyer’s risk and claims for damages in transit 
must be taken up with carriers. 


CAUTION — While it is true that plants grown from seed of horticultural 
varieties often yield superior plant material in comparision to that grown 
from nondescript seed, we wish to emphasize that seeds of such varieties or 
hybrids, with few exceptions, cannot be expected to come true to name.

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NOTES OF INTEREST 


DORMANCY IN SEEDS OF PINE, SPRUCE, OTHER CONIFERS — Failure 
to germinate promptly certain conifer seeds is often due to the fact that no 
consideration had been given to dormancy factors. Seeds most usually con- 
cerned are: — White Spruce, White Pine, other Pines of i Cembra, Flex- 
ilis and Strobus groups. 


In Fir (Abies), Hemlock (Tsuga), Donel Fir (Pseudotsuga) Sitka 
Spruce dormancy occurrence is variable with dormancy found in some lots 
and none in others. 


In Blue Spruce (Picea pungens) fifty percent of seeds are dormant, the 
other half fast germinating. 


Late spring planting of all of the before mentioned is apt to result in 
total failure or partial germination only. Fall planting for some, early spring 
planting for others or pre-treatment (stratification) of seed lots will be 
required for best results. Growers are requested: — 

A. To consult reference books for these problems. 

B. For earliest spring planting tc prepare their beds in the fall, not to 
touch bed surface at sowing time but to dress with dry peatmoss, sow 
and cover with peatmoss and shades. Boarding-in of beds will facilitate 
this procedure. 


ABIES ALBA PECTINATA — SILVER FIR —the preferred Christmas tree 
(Tannenbaum) in Central Europe. Recommended for trial in place of 
Balsam Fir over which it has the advantage of dark green needle color and 
of being more submissive to cultivation. 


ROSA PRIMULA (formerly ecae) —with pale yellow flowers preceding 
its close relative Rosa hugonis and surpassing it in these points: Ease of cul- 
tivation, faster and larger increase, healthy spotless foliage, heavier bloom 
and fruiting. 


AZALEA — Attention again is called to the Kaempferi Hybrids (A. obtusa 
kaempferi crosses with malvatica and hinodegiri) exceeding, as garden plants, 
the parent races. They are compact in habit, more amenable to exposure, 
larger of flower, extremely free blooming in bright colors, hardy to Zone 5. 
A good word should also be said in favor of the Arnoldiana Hybrids of sim- 
ilar parentage. Even hardier than the preceding they are taller in habit. 
Their true charm and flower quality is revealed only when they have 
achieved some stature. While the Hybrids are true garden subjects, requiring 
no over-head shade the parent type Azalea obtusa kaempferi is unexcelled 
for naturalizing in woodland settings, where it can be counted upon to give 
quicker results than the native Azaleas. 


COTONEASTER—C. lactea (parneyi) —vigorous semi-evergreen, large 
leaved shrub of spreading habit. In Southern New England it is at its best 
at Christmas time with clusters of bright red berries contrasting with the 
dark green foliage. 


RHODODENDRON — Rh. fortunei the hardiest of the large leaved species of 
the fortunei series wintering well in Southern Massachusetts, fairly early 
blooming and starting to bloom when young. Plants obtain considerable 
size improving in flowering display year after year, large plants making an 
impressive showing with a profusion of blush or rosy lilac flowers. Flowers 
are seven lobed and of heavy substance, lasting considerably longer than 
those of ordinary Rhododendron. Plants require side shelter but do best 
with over-head exposure in full sun in these parts. 
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RHODODENDRON HYBRIDS 


Considerable attention is being given to the creation of new hardy 
Hybrid Rhododendron varieties approaching the achievements of English 
breeders. Except in favored areas along the Pacific Coast we cannot expect 
to duplicate their results. Possibilities, however, exist in all areas where the 
hardy Catawbiense Hybrids can be grown for the introduction of new hybrid 
varieties which combine in their blood-lines the superior flowering qualities 
of many of the partially tender Asiatic species and the hardiness of the 
proven Catawbiense Hybrids. Foundation stocks of this type by American 
breeders are available to a limited extent, chiefly comprising combinations 
with — Decorum, Discolor, Fortunei, Haematodes. A wider range of possi- 
bilities is available to us thru the work of English breeders. Their 
best creations involve the blood-lines of the following species: 


Arboreum, Auriculatum, Diaprepes, Discolor, Fortunei, Griersonianum, 
Griffithianum, Haematodes, Eriogynum, Elliotti and others. 


The use of seed from these English hybrids offers the quickest approach to 
foundation stocks from which, by selection and cross-breeding, superb hardy 
American varieties can be developed. 


In all breeding work the achievement of excellence requires time and 
patience. Few of our modern breeders are favored by the sum of all con- 
ditions conducive to successful breeding work. The life effort of a single 
breeder may culminate in a number of good creations but possibly all of 
them depart from their work with the realization that the best is yet to 
come. It stands to reason that the spade work which breeders before us have 
done should be utilized to the fullest extent. 


More stress should be laid on the creation of suitable foundation stocks 
to work with than on the achievement of prominence from the start. Many 
breeders in their frantic quest for glamour fail to realize that glamour is 
not readily reproduced from glamour and that outstanding plant material 
often is obtained from modest parent stock. Unknowingly,,promising new 
plant material is often discarded by an obstinate regard for excellence which 
simply cannot be obtained in one generation while, with seed from this same 
material, the desired results may readily be had in the next. Points of excel- 
lence to be considered are: 


A—Good constitution i.e. the physical appearance of a healthy plant 
with good foliage. 


B — Hardiness. 


C — Flower characters as to color, substance, shape and size of trusses. 
A combination of excellence in all these points, the desired standard, is hard 
to achieve. Breeders will often have to content themselves if they have 
scored partly in the above points in first generation. Their reward will come 
if they continue to work with the foundation stocks thus achieved. 


All accomplishments in plant breeding before our times, many long before 
laws of genetics were Known, may have been achieved in this fashion. Clas- 
sic proof are the many excellent Azalea, Camellia and Rose varieties produced 
in previous generations and centuries. 
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PINE LORE 


With many growers confused as to what strains of Scotch Pine to plant 
we feel competent in giving the following suggestions: 


Practically all strains are, for some condition or other, suitable both for 
forest planting, ie., timber production and for the use as ornamentals or 
Christmas trees. 


In general two major races of Scotch Pine concern us here: 


Strains from Northern Europe growing on the sandy plains which stretch 
from the coast of Belgium and Holland all the way east to, and around, the 
shores of the Baltic Sea. They are considered good strains for reforestration, 
grow comparatively fast, but usually have the objectionable feature of foliage 
discoloration with the approach of cold weather. They all do best on deep, 
sandy soils. If planted on better soils plants have a tendency to “overeat,” 
grow too fast and are prone to fall prey to disease and insect infestations. 


Inquiries for seed of the Riga (East Baltic) strain of Scotch Pine are 
being received continually despite disappointing results growers of Christmas 
trees had for reasons of foliage discoloration in cold weather and slow growth 
of seedlings. With insufficient supplies from the East Baltic we have, in the 
past, recommended seed of West Baltic strain, i.e., seed from sources in Sweden, 
which judging from reports received from growers have given good results. 
For timber production in the north it seems to be equal to the Riga Pine 
and preferable where faster production is essential. Planted for Christmas 
trees no foliage discoloration was reported in Southern Pennsylvania, planted 
further north foliage may turn with approach of cold weather. For Christ- 
mas tree plantations on sandy soil we recommned it for trial. 


The mountain strains from various origins in Europe usually growing on 
stony soils are better adapted for all around planting. It is from these strains 
that best results can be expected for use as Christmas trees. Grown on sandy 
soils plants from these strains require feeding to show best foliage color. 


PINUS MONTANA — which is much planted on mountain slopes and steep 
banks to stop erosion, rock and snow slides, is of equal value for stopping 
wind erosion of dune lands in coastal districts. Closely planted it will form, 
in time, impenetrable thickets, a barrier to wind-blown sand, a refuge for 
wild life.
